A omen Mini Kent — Profit for W omen In a

Early in the month of October rmr 
tiarket ruin told us that I’trgs bad al- 
ready risen in price so that w< oonld 
only pot 1 1 for 25 cuts. They will prob- 
ably be no cheaper than that in New 
York before next spring, when warm 
weather conics. Tho fashionable white 
Leghorn eggs are even higher. They 
bring fairly dizzy prices all the year 
a run ml. During the Christmas holidays 
the price will go np still more, until 
at times eggs will lie 3 and 4 cents 
apiece— that. too, not the fancy fresh 
laid, bnt jnst the output of the plain, 
common hen. At times it will 1 m> im (sis 
sible at some of onr groceries to get them 
at all. The demand for eggs for table 
nse rapidly increases. There si'cms a 
•.lis|N>Mtion among civilized people to 
use legs meat ami more eggs and milk. 
If 1 were a woman out of employment, 
1 should select some spot near a good 
market and go very cautiously into the 
egg business. Any woman can learn 
it who has patience and pluck enough 
to earn her living at anything else. For 
egg production I should select the rose 
comb Brown Leghorn fowls. At that 
calling they beat all other hens. For 
broilers and egg laying Kith 1 should 
get the handsome Plymouth Rocks. 



A Ahffp'i Wool Must Hr Nourished, or tf 
Will Drop on. 

Dropping the wool is a frequent trou- 
ble with sheep. There are many differ- 
ent explanations of this annoyance to 
the flock master, but few of these hint 
at all at the fact that wool must 1 m fed, 
or it cannot grow, and any failure in its 
nutrition must result in such a weakness 
that the fleece fails to keep up its con- 
nection with the skin, and thus droi>s off 
as if it were severed — as it really is — at 
its root. 

The tl(>eceof a 100 |<ound sheep makes 
up 10 jsT cent or more of the animal's 
weight, and it consists of a far greater 
proportion of the most exacting ele- 
ments of nutrition than the flesh of the 
sheep does. Flesh has 75 per cent of wa- 
ter in it; wool has only 15 per cent. The 
fl*>*h has in its dry matter the following 
elements, and wool has the quantities 
set opposite to them. Thus the composi- 
tion of flesh is: Carbon, 51.83 js*r cent; 
hydrogen, 7.57; nitrogen. 15.01; oxygen, 
21.37; ashes, 4.23. Wool— Carbon, 49.65 
per cent; hydrogen, 6.93; nitrogen, 17.81: 
oxygen, 22.11; ashes, 2.0; sulphur, 2.0. 

Taking into account that the wool has 
only one-fifth as much water in it as the 
flesh, it is easily seen that it requires 
five times as much of the elements of 
nutrition for each ]>onnd weight as the 
flesh, and thus, if the fleece of a merinc 
weighs 15 pounds, and the carcass, after 
shearing, weighs 75 pounds, equal quan 
titles of food are required for the pro- 
duction of each. This is perhaps never 
thought of by any feeder of the flock, 
for so far it seems to have been com- 
pletely ignored by all writers upon sheep 
husbandry, and yet the importance of it 
Is paramount. The common ignorance 
of these urgent demands of the fleece for 
special nutriments is donbtlcss why the 
sheep suffers so much from the exhaus- 
tive requirements of the wool. 

As the fleece must lie supplied aftet 
the animal itself, the wool suffers while 
the sheep escajies, at least to some ex- 
tent, and as the wool cannot exist with- 
out its necessary accompaniment of the 
yolk ami grease, which uaturally pro- 
tect it from injury by the raius, heat ot 
cold, this is to lie considered as calling 
for requisite nutriment as well as the 
actual Is sly of the nniuial. It is worthy 
of note, too, that as wool coutains con- 
siderable sulphur this is also to be pro- 
vided in the food. 

Every time the sheep is nnderfod oi 
suffers from any other cause', it appear* 
in the wool, the fiber of which shows a 
thin place in it, and each of these weak 
spots represents a fault in feeding oi 
other part of the management. This 
weakness in the filler is ruinous to th< 
wool, as it causes it to break in the card 
ing or combing, and thus become toe 
short for the spinner and fit only fot 
felting. This defect is known by tte 
woolen manufacturers and buyers m 
“ break" and makes it unsalable. Con 
sequently the matter of feeding and th* 
regularity of it are special points to be 
regarded by the shepherd. Yet it mnsl 
not be supposed that the wool only suf- 
fers. The sheep must necessarily suffer, 
for the damage to the wool is ouly on« 
of the visible signs of injury to the whole 
animal. 

In estimating the amonnt of food nec- 
essary for a sheep, all these jsiints arete 
be taken into account, and the grow 
weight of the animal is to lie increased 
for estimating the allowance of food by 
the proportion to be added on account 
of the extra dry substance of the fleece. 
To be on the safe side, it will lie quit* 
reasonable to odd to the live weight ol 
the sheep fully 100 j>er cent— that is, tc 
double the weight aud estimate the ra- 
tion accordingly. The uormal allow- 
ance of 3 per cent of dry matter j*t 1« 
jiouml.s of curcass may thus lie doubled 
without any fear of overfeeding. — 8. 
Henry in American Agriculturist.

Winter lambs are usuully wanted tc 
be boro in Deceuilier. To make them ar 
rive on time the best ewes to breed are 
2-year-olds that have had no lamb tie- 
fore. To lamb the first of December 
they should l>e bred in June to au old 
ram if jiossible. When necessary tc 
breed old ewes for winter lambs, they 
should first lie made to skip one season 
and not be bred till summer. 

If you have not planted trees to make 
shade for your stock in the pasture field* 
aud around the spring, now is the time 
to do it. Plant the trees, take care of 
them a few years, and you will lie richly 
rewarded, (let those that grow rapidly 
ami spread their branches far out. Even 
fruit trees can be made to answer this 
purpose of shade if their bruuches are 
trimmed up out of reach of the animals. 

There will be a December show of fat 
stock at the Union stock yards, Chicago, 
early in the month.

But to the 
fourth woman who holds on. snereea 
if sure and an independent, healthful 
occupation, with a happy home. The 
wisc> thing f<w the hen woman to do is 
to find private customers, such as ho: 1 
and restaurant keepers, for her wart's. 
A very little capital is required, and 
two ladite might go in together an the 
co-operative plan. 

Here is one of the indignities and In- 
sults that women must pat up with be- 
cause they cannot vote: A woman 
teacher may give all the test years of 
her life to the public school at the small 
salary that aftonls a plain living. She 
may lie more capable than she ever 
was iu her work, but as soon aa she 
reaches the age of 60, perhnjis before, 
the masculine board of education sneer- 
ingly olieervea that it wauts “fresh 
blood and youth in tne women teach- 
ers." She must step down and out iuto 
the world to begin all over again or te 
dependent on some grudging relative 
for her living. Perhaps some of the 
very men who turn her into the street 
wcut to school to her and owe to her 
teaching all the little intelligence they 
ever had or will have — it matter# not 
It matters uot either that 50, “the 
youth of age, " is the time when tho hu- 
man being who has lived right is jnst 
coming into tho flower of his life intel- 
lectually uml is mure capable than he 
ever was tefore. Nothing of this 
counts. Out the crushed, insulted 
woman must go. The thoroughly mean 
and fiendishly low down part of the 
thing is that a man school principal or 
teacher of tho same age is never dis- 
charged. I know at this moment a 
Lour I of education that systematically 
weeds out the lady teachers approach- 1 
ing middle uge, when at the same time 1 
year after year it keeps in office a 
cranky old male principal who is now 
75 years old. Women teachers, yon 
have no vote. You have uo voice in 
the selection of these men who thus 
barbarously dispose of yon. This and 
this only is the reason why you are 
turned out. 

Long public documents and rejmrts 
must te< indexed, aud much dc|ietida on 
the knowledge and skill of the indexer. 
It is gratifying to read that tho leading 
indexer iu all Great Britain is a young 
lady, Miss Nancy Bailey. Sho is now 
employed in muking out tho index to 
the parliamentary debates published 
officially iu Hansard's Guide. Tho im- 
portance of tho place tho young lady 
holds may be judged from tho fact that 
W. T. Stead wrote to her as follows: 
"I would prefer to index Hansard ruth- 
er than have a sc-ut iu the house of cotu- 
motis. ’ ’ 

Chicago alone has no less than 20 
women lawyers. Ireland has one, Miss 
Egan, who lately obtained the degree 
of LL. B. from Dublin university. 
Hhe passed her examination with first 
honors. 

Harmony and peace between hus- 
bands and wives will come when the 
two sexes are entirely independent of 
each other pecuniarily. There ia no 
other way. To obtain this perfect pe- 
cuniary independence for herself should 
be the task to which every woman 
should now set herself. 

A demand for trained library assist- 
ants has arisen, and the day is nearly 
over of the gum chewing, impudent 
girl who refuses to wait on you when 
you know the books yon want are in 
and who only care* to earn a few dol- 
lars a week till she gets money enough 
together to buy her wedding garments. 
At Drexel institute, Philadelphia, a li- 
brary class has been established, which 
will henceforth train young women to 
be real librarians, polite and intelli- 
gent.

cruel after all. The sight of troops of 
boys of 10 and 12 in the common schools 
of Germany, poring over Greek and 
Latin grammars with spectacles on, 
brings an ache to the eye# of most 
Americans, especially since some fa- 
mous educators cast out the classics as 
unessential, and if ancient languages are 
to be left wholly to specialists it ia a 
satisfaction to know that the pursuit 
does uot involve sure martyrdom. 

Miss Baker's parents taught her 
Greek and Latin conjugations for 
amusement aa soon as she conld speak 
clearly. The rhythm was as attractive 
to baby lips as that of Mother Goose, 
and she learned them ns thoroughly as 
children do nursery rhymes. In her 
fourth year she studied Greek. Latin 
and Ftenrh systematically, a short 
lesson each day. Even then she had 
ample time for the amusements suited 
to her age, and before she was 8 years 
old she had finished all the primary 
books in those languages and finished 
them thoroughly. Her father and 
mother both knew the tasks they set 
the child and were able to guide her, for 
they were teachers of expel ience. Be- 
sides the conning of textbooks the 
young miss road in Xenophon, Homer, 
Ctesar, Virgil and the fables in French. 
At 12 years of age she had added some- 
thing of Herodotus, Demosthenes, Sal- 
lust and Cicero and then took np math- 
ematics. At 1 4 she ha<l read CEdipus Ty- 
rauims in Greek and made a lexicon of it 
with critical notes on the text. At 
the age when most boys enter college 
Miss Baker had read all the Greek and 
Latin of a college coarse, and while 
yet in her teens was appointed tutor in 
Greek at Simpson college'. About that 
time sho began the study of music and 
German and also published an original 
literal translation of "Plato's Apol- 
ogy," which was a credit to scholar- 
ship. In 1882, at the age of 20, she 
graduated at Cornell college, with a 
degree. After one year within its 
i?alks, having already passed some 
years at Algona college and at Simpson 
as a student. Four years later she en- 
tered De Pauw university and was grad- 
uated with the degree of A. M. after 
two years’ study, and was elected in- 
structor of Greek and Latin in that in- 
stitution. After filling the position 
one year she returned to Simpson col- 
lege uml took the chair of Greek, which 
her father had held during her early 
childhood. 

It is a pleasure to add to this remark- 
able story the fact that its heroine was 
uot compiled to sacrifice all that makes 
life worth living in order to become a 
great linguist. Her musical abilities 
were cultivated to a high degree, fam- 
ily and social ties were kept warm, 
and the outside world as well as her 
college associates knew that tho wom- 
an's soul was not starving the while her 
head pushed eagerly on to the conquest 
of ancient and mediwal lore.
